RATE RAISE PROTEST

First of Briefs on Eastern

Roads' Application Sent by

Ford Company.

The first of the briefs for and against
the application of tho Eastern railroads
for a 5 per cent Increase In freight rates
to be submitted before next.Monday, the
date set for beginning arguments, was
filed with the Interstate Commerce
Commission today, by tho Ford Motor
Company, of Detroit.

Tho Ford company resisted the
e fii vAnAa tn p.n nlvance.

declaring that tho present automobllo
rates are too high, and raised the most
rtrenuous opposition to the suggestion
of the commission that a charge t
made ' by tho railroads for "spotting
cars and other services now given free.

As to freight rates, tho briof of the
Ford company declares that nutomnbllos
now pay a rato of 10 por cent higher
than tho first-cla- ss rate In official classi-
fication territory, with 10,000 pounds
minimum. This freight rato is now paid
by the automobile Dujer, as the freight
cost Is added to the price of the ma-
chine, and the low priced machine takes
as high a rate as the high priced car.
